He bought tbe lot of ground nov 
owned by Mr. Richard M. Bunt, and built; 
two-atory cottage upon it. Hia wife plantet 
every tree upon tha place herself. The! 
daugbter married Mr. Qllliatt, an English 
gentleman of taste and fortune, and he pro- 
ceeded to erect two beautiful villaa on Tour 
street, one for bis mother on tbo corner o 
Touro and Mill street*, and the other directly

Both were beautiful specimens of arch i tec 
tare, and were greatly admired In their day 
The larger villa, on the east side of th 
present Bellevae avenue, was originally t

Mr. Gilliatt resided her 


some years, bat being fond of change th 
place waa sold to Mr. Samnel Ward, of New 
York, a partner in the famous firm of Prime

After Mr. Gilliatt sold thift villa he even 


tually bought Mr. Schrotder's, and lifting

Scbroeder, then reserving a little corner o 
the lot on Catherine street, erected a tin 
cottage for himaelf and wife, where the 
passed tbe remainder of their days. Th 
original house was bought from Mr. Glllla 
by William M. Hunt, tbe celebrated arils 
and brother of tbe present owner. 


Mr. George £T, Calvert, also of Baltimoi 


waa not very long; after Mr. Schroeder. H 
bought a number of acrea on Kay atreet, and 
erected a plain but comfortable cottage. His 
land, like all other In tbe vicinity, bos risen 
Immensely In value. About tbe same time 
my uncle, Mr. William C. Shaw, bought an 
acre of ground adjoining Mr. Cbtletopher 
Fry'a house, directly opposite the head of tbe 
Old Mil) lot. Ho paid $2,000 for the ground, 
and the Qnaktrlj plain house he pal apon it 
hardly coat $2,000 more. After h!a death 
Alfred Smith sold the plice for over 812,000. 
The cottage waa moved off and went down 
the avenne, wbere tbe last time I saw It 
It seemed transmogrified Into a house of 
seventy-seven gables.

Belonging to this earlier period, originating, 


ndeed, very long before K, were several

'bese posseased a very interesting character, 
ppertainiug to the "old regime" of Newport; 


illh'and taete appreciating it were in "the 


ood old colony times." 
Beside the once famous "Maibone Place," 
ven before tbe Revolution, exieiinft only aa 
romantic and deserted ruin,there stood upon 
he West toad the Northam mansion, a spa- 


house and with large grounds, bel< 


ng to a well known family in Newport, and 
he Veroon and Collins villas,"and some sir 
illes from town, upon tbe Bast road, the 


more famous "Vauoluse." 
The Vernon 


Ilia, moat charmingly situated, command- 
on a view of tbe beach and ocean OD one 
ide, and the lovely Western Bay npon the 
other, belonged to one of the old grandee 
amlliea of Newport, which had been dii 
ingniahcd long before the Revolution. Ad- 
acent to it waa the "Collins place," as I 


called in my boyhood, now belonging 


to Mr. Henry Bull. This houeo was orlgl 
nally reared In colonial times by an officer o! 
he Customs, I think, named Dudley, who 
made himself so obnoxious to the "rebels,' 
aa tbe British styled our patriot sires, tha 
he was forced to flee, and the place was 
afterwards confiscated by the State govern- 
ment. Daring the British occupation a line of 
breastworks and, indeed, a regular fort were 
Imilt along theae heights, stretching acroas 
he Inland. 
Traces of tbcae atlll remain. 


The ample porch eurrouudlug tbe villa waa 
erected, I believe, by Governor Collins. 
Lovely as Ia this situation and ample tbe 


, It was at the period I apeak of for 


sale, and a long time without a purchaser. 
Tbe entire estate, comprising some twenty, 
tilx acrea, was offered to my uncle, Mr. 
William C. Bhaw, of Baltimore, for 55,000, 
mid $4,000 in caah would doubtless have 
secured it. 
Ita position Is unrivalled, and In 


tbe hands of its present owner It baa becotuo 
me of the choicest seats upon the island. 


"YaucluHe," on the romantic ahore of the 


eant bay or Seaconoett River, la also of his- 
toric interest. It, too, waa built, if I mistake 
not, before the Revolution by a wealthy 
Quaker, Samnel Elam. It la said tbat Mr. 
EUm, having Homo love affair of unrequited 
nature, likened bimself to Petrarch, and in 
memory of bi« owu lost Laura named the 
nlace "Vaucluae." 
If so, the love-lorn 


Quaker's iwnnets have not come down to ua. 
Beside laying out the grounds in exquisite 
style, which after a century slill preserve 
tbolr charms, he very wisely devoted him- 
self to agricultural pursuits. 
While he, 


therefore, fondly cherished the memory of 
the fair one, Mr. Elam doubtless reflected 
that poetry and potatoes both began with p, 
and he introduced to the public aucb a 
superior kind of tbe latter article that for 
many years it went by his name, tbe "Elam 
potato." 
Thia waa much more wise aud 


charitable on bis part than if he bad made 
tbe groves of Vaucluse resound with the 
melancholy tlnklings of his lyre to the hard- 
beartwl Laura, or bemoaned his sad lot it 
poems for the waste basket of the Newport 
MEHCORV. Mr. Elam never married, but 
remained conetant to his only love. Tbe 
place was aubsequently owned by the Do 
Wolfs and other families, and at one time 
by Mr. Gilliatt, before mentioned. Let me

Iteviow of the Quarter. 


Wo glvo our readers this week the 


luggeitive and helpful "Review Hints," 
prepared for the Sonday-School World, 
by Rev. Dr. John Hull, of New York. 


The committee charged with prepar- 


ing the lessons (and which has now com- 
pleted a second seven years' course) had 
many objects to be considered, some of 
which would not naturally occur to an 
observer. Communications came from 
various quarters, representing grett di- 
versities of capacities to teach, and need 
of being taught. Even diverse uatlcm- 
alllles as well as diverse Christian com- 
munities had to be considered, and, with- 
al, It was essential that la each course a 
full and fair view should be presented of 
the word of God as a whole. 


In view of these icJ other like con- 


siderations the historical Is here blended 
with the didactic— a mode of treating 
this part of Scripture which many writ- 
ers, like Conybeare and Howson, have 
adopted with success. 


Ephesns, Corinth, Qalatlt and Rome 


thus come under notice with their re- 
spective peculiarities, which a reviewer 
will endeavor to bring out by questions. 
The Scholar's Hand-book says : 


"The superintendent or teacher can 


briefly describe the position, we»lth and 
power of Ephesus in Paul's day j the 
magnificence of the temple of Diana at 
Ephesus, and the devotion of Its people 
to the worship of this goddess; the state 
of the church at Corinth, and the temp- 
tations in that voluptuous Greek city ; 
the backsliding and ilckle character of 
the Galatlan Christians, and the Import- 
ance of a sound, stable church In Rome, 
the capital of the Roman empire and the 
then mistress of the world. Paul had 
not visited Rome, but Intended soon to 
do so. The letter to the Romans Is the 
most compact and remarkable symbol of 
evangelical doctrine In the Bible. 
It 


might be called Paul's 'systematic the- 
ology.' " 


Naturally one tries, In framing the 


lines o' a review, to obtain some unity, 
so that memory may be helped and one 
part of the exercise lead up to another. 
With this quarter's lessons more is lost

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Weed! In clover. 


There are some kinds of weed 


whoso presence in clover fields i 
presumptive evidence of bad man 
agcment. 
Sorrel is one of these 


The fields that are red with this pcs 
now have probably been heavily pas 
lured the previous sehson, or wcr 
so sterile in places that the clove 
seed either did not grow or th 
plant had too little vigor to main 
tain its supremacy against weeds 
On rich, well-cultivated soil, clove 
Trill usually keep all weeds under, a 
least to such an extent th&t wha 
scattering weeds remain may be dc 
Btroycd by hand pulling. 


Muuure under the Hogpen. 


If there is a wooden floor to the 


hogpen, no matter how high it is 
made, there will every year be a 
considerable amount of valuable ma- 
nure find its way through. Even the 
earth under the floor, to the depth 
of 6 or 8 inches, will make a good 
fertilizer. A hogpen floor should be 
laid with the purpose of taking up 
every second 3-ear, and it willgener- 
ally need it if made of soft lumber, 


Shade for Young Grass. 


Recently a farmer who had plowed 


up a fence row relaid the fence after 
Deeding with timothy and clover. It 
was a rail fence, laid worm fashion, 
and under the rails where the heat 
of the sun was shaded, the grass 
was vigorous, and at least 
three 


times as large and thick as it was 
where no shade was had. This burn- 
ing up of the plants by heat, per- 
haps, explains some failures in grow- 
ing grass seed without grain. 


Fotnto Dcttlcs. 


There is no uso iu applying Paris 


•green to potato vines early so as to 
.poison the beetles before they lay 
their eggs. Few will cat at this 
stage, and the work of egg laying 
will go on without 
interruption. 


Neither is it advisable to let them 
alone. 
If the mature beetles are 


not hand-picked the larva wi.'J do 
much damage to vines befcrc the 
poison takes effect. The larva always 
appear in swarms ivhcn the hot 
weather comes. 


Potatoes In Hills. 


With hills three feet apart each 


way, one bushel of merchantable 
potatoes should give a yield of 162 
bushels per acre. This is much more 
than the average yield in the coun- 
try) by which we may see how un- 
necessarily large is the area on which 
this important crop is grown. Good 


. potatoes, well cared for, should yield 


a bushel to twelve hills. We have 
in single hills grown at the rate of a 
bushel to every six hills, or more 
than 800 bushels per acre. 


Wet Places In Fields. 


Some of the greatest advantages 


of underdraining are found in put- 
ting tiles iu fields that in most places 
are dry enough already. In a wet 
time plowing, cultivating or other 
work on the entire field in suspend- 
ed until these places get Into condi- 
tion to work. The loss from this is 
most noticeable in hoed crops, as 
corn or potatoes, where weeds get 
the advantage and double or treble 
the labor of after cultivation. With 
a field dry iu parts this evil may be 
avoided. 


liko quack grass and Canada thistle, 
hold their own hero because their 
roots extend beyond the reach of the 
plow.

Summer Fallows.

summer fallowing for winter whea 


Tt is however, a wasteful methoc 
for it requires the fertility devclope 
by two years of thorough cultivatio 
to make one crop. It is, howevc 
ess wasteful than growing weeds 
tnd if the land is well seeded whe 
ileared it is permissible in som 
cases. 
The best farmers will, how 


ever, prefer to clean their land whil 
n hoed crops, which will utilize som 
if the fertility that would otherwis 


>e wasted. 


Double Rows for Fodder Corn.

hickly through all the tubes ha 
gone into disfavor. The fodder sc 
;rown is watery, difficult to cure am 
not as nutritious as where air am 
unlight reach it. Probably the bes 
ray to grow it, either for soiling o 
nsilage, is to drill in double rows 
tinning the corn through two tubes 
even inches apart, with a width o 
lirty-five inches 
between

ation. A great weight of nutritious 
eed can thus be grown on the acre 
'he drill will sow two double rows

Green Manuring. 


The practice of plowing under 


green crops for manure is coming 
into fashion again, with the differ- 
ence that now the crops are not as 
formerly plowed in to grow wheat.

But some grain crops 


plowed under for potatoes or other 
hoed crops enrich the soil more than 
it can be by an equal expenditure of 
labor or money. Tho green manure 
la more evenly distributed over tho 
field than an equal bulk could bo in 
any other way. 


Weeds around Fences. 


The last refuge of weeds on a farm 


b around fences. 
Tho perennials, 


kettle on the back of the stove ; put in 
lean beef, either cooked or raw, in tho 
porportion of one pound ol beef to one 
quart of water ; add pork rinds with 
all the fat taken off. Let this cook slow- 
ly for two or three days.
